INTERSTATE COMMERCE BILL. 


S en ato r S tanford’s O pinion C oncerning I t 
and O th er P u b lic T opics. 
An interview with Senator Stanford upon 
his arrival hom e is published in the Call, 
in which reference is m ade to public topics 
as follow s: 
“ It is m y opinion that the provisions of 
the interstate commerce bill will not be at 
all what m any m erchants on this coast an­ 
ticipate. The bill will not be nearly as 
revolutionary as some of its promoters 
asserted it would be on the floor of the 
House. 
If the Commissioners apply the 
common law of the land when construing 
the provisions of the bill, there will be 
nothing like the trouble regarding it that 
m any persons think there will. I saw tbe 
President with reference to the men to be 
apoointed on the Commission. 
He was 
most anxious to appoint the right men, but 
said it was very doubtful whether or not 
he could appoint a m an from California. 
However, he seemed exceedingly desirous 
to make really good appointm ents. As to 
the effect the bill will have on the rail­ 
roads, all I can say is that the question is 
whether the companies will meet the com­ 
petition. If they do they m ust carry at 
very low rates—at a rate regulated by com­ 
petition and not by freight." 
Regarding the approaching Presidential 
campaign Senator Stanford said: “ The 
general public knows as m uch on this sub­ 
ject as I d o ; still I have heard a good deal 
about it. 
I think the general opinion is 
that Mr. Cleveland will get the nom ination 
from the Democratic National Convention. 
Some think Mr. Hill will. 
One thing I 
am sure of and it is that whoever can carry 
New York will get the nom ination. As to 
the Republican party I can only say that 
ihe great majority of the Republican party 
throughout the country would like to see 
Mr. Biaine President. 
W hether he will 
get the nom ination or not is another thing. 
Really this is a subject regarding which 1 
ought to say nothing, as I kuow only what 
you all do.” 
W ith reference to the Leland Stanford, 
Jr. University, the Senator said : “ I never 
wish to speak on this subject if I can help it. 
It looks like talking of one’s self, and that 
1 don’t like. Things bave taken a longer 
tim e to get into shape than I expected. How­ 
ever, the plans I expect from my architect 
in Boston in about week, and tbe only delay 
then will be in puttiug ihe m aterial on the 
ground. The Eastern architect will super- 
tend the beginning of the building, but I 
will certainly depend on a local architect 
to carry out the details after that, and 
shall not have the gentleman from the 
East 
again, 
unless 
it 
is 
absolutely 
necessary. 
I b a \e got samples of the 
stone to be used for the building, and they 
are most satisfactory. Of course the stone 
has yet to be quarried and that will take 
some time. The building will not be com­ 
menced at least for a m onth yet. I am 
most anxious, once commenced, to push it 
rapidly to a completion ; but there are lots 
of things to be considered in a building like 
’.his. 
For instance, there are some places 
where say scientific experim ents are to be 
held. 
No one but the professors can tell, 
no m atter what their architectural ability 
may be, how such building should be 
erected—the flooring, for example, and 
other things that scientific men fully u n ­ 
derstand. I have not yet decided upon the 
professors, so this is a m atter that has 
caused some delay. 
I am sorry for it, but 
delays in these things cannot be helped.” 
Relative to the purchase of Senator F air’s 
South Pacific Coast railroad by the South­ 
ern Pacific Railroad Company. Senator Stan­ 
ford said : “ I know of nothing that has 
occurred to prevent the carrying out of tbe 
terms of thejpurchase. The purchase was 
concluded before I went to W ashington 
and the details alone are being worked out. 
Yon cannot do things of this kind in a 
day.”

T he C oercion B ill 
B ro u g h t up in th e 
H ouse o f C om m ons. 
L ondon, M arch 22d.—W illiam H enry 
Sm ith, the Governm ent 
leader in the 
House of Commons, arose amid cheers and 
counter cheers this evening, ar.d moved 
th at tbe bill for the am endm ent of the 
crim inal law in Ireland have precedence 
over all orders of the day. 
H e said the 
Government were bound to act under tbe 
advice of public duty, particularly when 
they found that juries were intim idated, 
and notorious crim inals, whose deeds 
were inimical to the existence of soci­ 
ety, getting off scot free. 
Mr. Sm ith 
said he would refrain from stating the de­ 
tails ol the measure, leaving that to the 
Chief Secretary for Ireland. W hat he 
now urged was that ihe measure was abso­ 
lutely necessary for the security and happi­ 
ness of the law-abiding population of Ire­ 
land. 
Referring to the proposed am end­ 
m ent oftered last night by John Morley, re­ 
jecting the declaration of urgency for the 
Government bill, Mr. Sm ith reminded the 
House how Mr. Gladstone resisted the 
adoption of a sim ilar am endm ent in 1881. 
Tbe position 
of the Government now 
was tbe same as 
that 
of Mr. Glad­ 
stone’s 
Government 
then. 
Regard­ 
ing 
the amelioration 
policy 
towards 
Ireland, the speaker said th at the Govern­ 
m ent land bill would be divided into two 
parts. One of these would be introduced 
immediately, and the other would be a 
land purchase bill. 
The wide scope of 
both measures would be found tobe framed 
on principles of honesty and justice. The 
speaker, however, thought that the Govern­ 
m ent could not hope that any measure 
framed on these lines would satisfy the 
Irish National League, which he said was 
the successor of the Land League, and was 
the cause of all the disorganizing and 
terrorism pervading Ireland. Sm ith said 
he hoped the House would speedily adopt 
the Government’s measures. 
Balfour, the new Irish Secretary, fol­ 
lowed Sm ith, denouncing the National 
League and Ihe late Gladstone Govern­ 
ment, the policy of which he declared had 
been a dism al failure. 
John Morley, in moving the rejection of 
the motion for urgency, denied absolutely 
Sm ith's assertions as to the lawless condi­ 
tion of Ireland, and demanded that the 
Government give the comparative statistics 
of crime in Ireland, which he said would 
show that beyond a certain very narrow 
area the country had seldom been quieter. 
The Governm ent’s 
proposed 
restrictive 
legislation would only aggravate such evils 
as existed, and would weaken and spoil 
whatever remedies they had in store. The 
Lamí Commission had declared that the 
cause of combinations among the people 
was their inability of tenants to pay exces­ 
sive rents. It liad been shown that Irish 
landlords combined the habits of extrava­ 
gance in em ulation of the richer landlords 
of England, with the system of rack-rent. No 
m atter how hard the tenants m ight sirive 
to meet their rents, this wretched landlord 
system crushed them . The coercion pro­ 
posals of the Government appeared to be 
based upon the idea that the people of Ire­ 
land were indolent and dishonest; 
but 
those who knew them had a different con­ 
ception of their character. They believed 
them to be honest, 
haul-w orking hud 
truthful. H e could only regard the bill as 
a measure designed to enable landlords to 
extort exorbitant rents, throw ing the law 
on the side of the rich, and removing all 
protective power which the tenants derived 
from combining, and putting coercion upon 
the unfortunate tenants. He was less anxi­ 
ous to secure rents for some landlords 
than to 
procure 
just 
rent 
for those 
gGod and honest working people. [Cheers.] 
Some landlords practiced a plan of cam­ 
paign of their own, more im m oral and 
more deserving of being called a swindle 
than was the plan of the tenants. Some 
laud agents attem pted to coerce the tenants 
into buying under the A shburton Act, 
dictating the 
term s 
of purchase and 
threatening to evict unless the tenant con­ 
sented. 
Yet the Governm ent demanded 
urgency for the bill, giving rich men power 
to force tenants to pay unreasonable rent, 
or to purchase at unreasonable prices. 
Behind this bill lay another proposal— 
that the British taxpayer be security if the 
coercion of tenants failed to satisfy the 
landlords. 
It was 
Irish 
history over 
again—moral 
wrongs 
pressing upon a 
suffering people, without legal remedy. 
The wisest policy was remedial legislation 
which would destroy the roots of discon­ 
tent. 
In 1881, when the coercion bill was 
passed, the num ber of evictions rose enor­ 
mously, and the num ber of outrages in ­ 
creased from 170 in February, 1881, to 470 
in January, 1882, and to (531 in March. 
[Hear, hear ] 
He doubted w hether the ex­ 
cessive penal laws of the eighteenth cen­ 
tury did more injury to Ireland than did 
the agrarian laws of the present century. 
[Hear, hear.] To ask for urgency in placing 
a law upon the side of the landlords was to 
shut the door of hope upon the tenants. 
H is deliberate conviction was that there 
had never been a more wanton, gratuitous 
and unjustifiable resort to the ever failing, 
ever 
poisonous 
remedy 
of coercion. 
[Cheers.] 
Balfour accused Morley of bestowing ad­ 
verse criticism and invectives upon a meas­ 
ure that was as yet unknown. 
Gladstone 
in 1881 told the House to consider not only 
the am ount of crime, but its character, and 
what it was aimed at. The bill had been 
forced upon the Government because the 
present current of crim e was aimed at the 
subversion of th e laws. 


LOYAL GERM ANY. 


In cid en ts 
o t 
th e E m p e ro r’s B irth d ay 
C e le b ratio n Y esterday. 


B erlin, March 22d.—The city is densely 
crowded. 
All 
the leading hotels are 
filled w ith royal people. The enthusi­ 
asm is universal, the weather is fine and 
the Em peror’s health is good. 
H e began 
to receive bis guests at 10 o’clock in the 
morning, and appeared at his favorite w in­ 
dow in the palace overlooking the street, 
as often as he could find tim e to do so, to 
respond to the cheers of the people, who 
passed by in thousands to get a glimpse of 
him. 
The long line of carriages was preceded 
and followed by students on horseback. 
Passing the palace the bands played the 
national anthem , “ Preussen Lied,” and 
" W acht Am Rhine,” the students all sing­ 
ing the mnsic. The Emperor appeared at 
a window as the procession was moving 
past, and bowed, rem aining there a consid­ 
erable time. The great crowd in thestreet 
gave him an ovation, the m ultitude cheer­ 
ing itself hoarse and tiring itself out wav­ 
ing bats and handkerchiefs. All tbe mem­ 
bers of the Im perial family and their 
princely guests drove in procession to the 
palace and personally tendered their con­ 
gratulations to the Emperor. 
The m unicipal procession was preceded 
by heralds and m arshals bearing the town 
banner. The whole body of the Evangelical 
clergy, the chief civil arid m ilitary authori­ 
ties, representatives of German science, art 
and commerce, Directora of the Gymnasium 
and Burgesses and officers were in line. In 
all there were over 20,000 persons. The 
procession was accompanied by several 
bands, which played marches alternately 
with chorals by tbe trumpeters. 
The pro­ 
cession went in state from' the Town H all 
to attend the commemoration religious 
service in the Church of St. Nicholas. The 
clergymen were all full-robed, and the of­ 
ficials were in uniform and regalia. 
The illum inations to-night throughout 
the city are superb. An especially striking 
feature is a picture, 100 yards long and 20 
yards wide, in front of the Academy of 
Arts, depicting events in the Em peror’s 
life. I’rincc Bismarck and General Von 
Moltke say that they have received a won­ 
derful reward for their services, the char­ 
acter of which is as yet unknow n. A ll the 
Secretaries of Departm ents were decorated 
by the Emperor. 
In receiving the house­ 
hold deputation tbe Em peror said : 
“ I 
have reached this age by the grace of God, 
and if the Lord helps me and wants m e to, 
J mav live to see another vear.” 


At the afternoon reception, the Emperor, 
after receiving the congratulations of the 
royal family and princely guests, with tbe 
Empress by his side, and surrounded by a 
full court, formally announced the be­ 
trothal of Prince Henry, second son of the 
Crown Prince Frederick W illiam, to Prin­ 
cess Irene, of Hesse. The young couple 
were afterwards heartily congratulated by 
all the illustrious company. 
A family d irn er followed at 4 o'clock at 
the palace of the Crown Prince, to which 
the Emperor and Flmpreis were driven in 
a closed carriage, as rain was falling. They 
were greeted with unintenupted cheering 
along the way. 


B E R LIN IN A BLAZE OF GLORY. 
B e rlin , March 
23d—p. 
si.—To-night 
Berlin is like a city of fire. The steeples 
and domes all shine with brilliancy. 
The 
electric light is ihe groundwork ot the il­ 
lum ination. Three rose-colored lights are 
radiating from lofty avenues in the center 
of tbe city, where the palaces are situsttd, 
to the most remote streets. 
From tbe 
roofs of houses Bengal fires are everywhere 
sending forth soft, glowing flames. 
In 
Leipziger Platz, Unter der Liuden, and 
all the Jarge streets, every house contributed 
to the general effect. Crowns of stars and 
eagles are in rich profusion, and num erous 
colossal busts of the Emperor, surrounded 
with exotic plants, are displayed. The 
electric light cn the square tower of the 
Town H ad emits a ruddy glare. On Bran- 
derberg gate is an immense caldron, from 
which flames are bursting forth every mo­ 
m ent. The colossal arches at Potsdam 
Station are illum inated with eagles, stars 
and crowns, and the whole building is en­ 
circled with blazing pitch fires. 
Amid all 
tliis glow and light 500,060 persons moved 
in perfect order. 


HONORED EVEN IN PA RIS. 
P a ris , March 22d.—Count von Munster, 
the German Embassador, held a reception 
last night in honor of the Em peror’s birth­ 
day. The occasion proved of exceptional 
interest and brilliancy to the whole diplo­ 
matic world. 
All the members of the 
French Cabinet and other political celebri­ 
ties of France, including Clemenceau, and 
prom inent resident foreigners of I’aris, 
were present. The Due de Broglie was in­ 
vited, but did not come. 
Gen. Boulanger, 
M inister of W ar, was the lion of the even­ 
ing. 
H e told Von M unster that he was 
happy to associate him seif with those who 
wished to celebrate the birthday ol the Ger­ 
m an Emperor.

W ASHINGTON SCANDAL. 


T he W ife of a S en ato r Ilcstow s H e r Affec­ 
tio n s on a Frenchm an. 


W a s h i n g t o n , March 22d- [Special.—At 
the Departm ent of State to-day it was de­ 
clared that there was no truth whatever in 
the report that Secretary Bayard had been 
asked to demand the recall of Count Solo, 
First Secretary of the French Legation, on 
account of his having alienated and capti­ 
vated the affections of a wealthy Senator’s 
wife. 
“ There is nothing whatever known here, 
officially, about the subject of the report.” 
said Secretary Bayard yesterday. “ The 
State D epartm ent has not demanded tbe 
recall of any m em ber of the diplomatic 
corps, and has not been requested to do so.” 
Yet people outside the State D epartm ent 
and outside the diplomatic circle continue 
to talk about the m atter. The last straw, 
it was said yesterday, that caused the Sen­ 
ator to complain to the Secretary of State 
was a $3,000 check which his wife gave her 
fascinating friend.

B is m a r c k (Dak.), M arch 22d.—The Mis­ 
souri fell about 12 inches last night, and 
this m orning stood at tbe high-water m ark 
of 1881. 
Railroad managers and passen­ 
gers were congratulating themselves on the 
prospect for relief, when the water began 
to rise again, and has risen a foot since 
this m orning. 
T he rise at this point is 
over a body of w ater six miles in w idth. 
T his is marvelous when it is considered 
tbat all the gorges and total floods were 
supposed to have passed. 
It is almost a 
miracle, and no one seems able to account 
for the action of the river, unless th at 
the warm 
weather is able to produce 
the rise. The train from the East was de­ 
layed twenty m inutes this afternoon by 
tbe rise in Apple creek, three miles east of 
this point. 
If the water in the creek rises 
m uch more it will be impossible for trains 
to come to Bismarck, as the water at that 
point will put out the eBgine fires. T here 
is no longer any doubt of the drowning of 
the Jackson family at Painted Woods. 
The family consisted of the father, m other 
and two children.

EDUCATIONAL 
MENT. 
END0W- 


The endowment of a manual-training 
and technical school in San Francisco by 
Dr. Coggswell with $1,000,000 worth of 
city property, is a happy event for the 
metropolis. 
Such gifts to the people prove 
of benefit beyond the immediate bounda­ 
ries of the training they assure to ambi­ 
tious youths. 
They teach men the wise 
uses of wealth, and go very far toward an­ 
swering the socialistic fallacy that aggre­ 
gation of money aud property is in itself 
vicious. 
As a rule, very few of the wealthy men 
of this country inherited their possessions. 
As in the case of Dr. Coggswell, the most 
of our rich men became wealthy by “hard 
knocks,” energy, determination and will­ 
power. 
The mass of those who rail at the 
rich are men who have missed opportuni­ 
ties to amass some fair portion of worldly 
goods, and these wholly overlook the rea­ 
son for it, which in most cases lies within 
themselves. 
The contented, those who 
have neither time for nor pleasure in 
envy, take very little, if any, care whether 
their neighbors have one dollar or one 
million. 
Life for them has too many en­ 
joyments, too many duties, too many com­ 
pensations for daily toil, too many rewards 
even in the lowliest walks, to give place 
for vain regrets or envious longings. 
It is 
a fact, that the greater proportion of the 
comfortably situated of to-day were in the 
outset poor men. 
As a rule, they began 
the race of life evenly with those they 
have outstripped. 
If there is to he any envy of Dr. Coggs­ 
well, for instance, it can have the count­ 
enance of good 
men 
only 
when 
it 
Sympathizes with 
the doctor 
in 
the 
gratification 
he 
must 
feel 
in 
being 
able 
to 
do 
good with 
his 
riches- 
H e acquired them side by side with men 
who remain poor; yet these same poor 
men, if they have done their part toward 
their fellows, ought to feel just as well sat­ 
isfied with themselves. 
What patience 
can right-thinking men have with those 
who abuse, malign and traduce such as 
have honestly succeeded ? 
That one has 
tenfold more goods than his neighbor can 
make no sort of difference in his manhood 
if his heart is right. 
In this marching age those who make 
manly advances ought to he applauded, if 
for nothing else than their energy. 
No 
man accumulates wealth, after all, to the 
lasting injury of the community. 
It is but 
a question of a few year: whether he ill 
or wisely uses his means. 
Dr. Coggswell 
has chosen to put his beyond possibility of 
misapplication. 
Following the example 
of the distinguished citizens of California, 
who have similarly endowed educational 
institutions, lie has chosen to be his own 
executor, to give back to the world about 
all he has won in it, and in a manner to 
do his fellows inestimable good. 
In other 
words, he lias been the instrument for 
gathering money to direct its application 
in a specific direction, for a wise end, 
which otherwise might not have been at­ 
tained. 
It is suggested by a contemporary that 
there is no assurance the proposed new 
school will accomplish what is hoped for 
it, because its promoter is “ peculiar” in 
his views, and insists that his own ideas 
of education shall impregnate the institu­ 
tion. 
We do not know the man, and must 
treat of his gift upon its face. 
But we 
have faith that any such scheme, backed 
hv money and started in the right direc­ 
tion, will hardly go wrong. 
If its found­ 
er’s plans do not train with received ideas, 
he ha3 put himself in such an attitude 
that he must adopt sooner or later the very- 
best systems. 
In the nature of things this 
must come to pass, and at least when he 
is gone the endowed school will take on 
the form that the wisdom of experience 
prescribes. 
However, the man cannot he 
out of the way to any material extent who 
prefaces his gift by such utterances as 
these: 


thing to Which taste and natural ability I 


indine them. 
The scheme of industrial education is to j 
answer satisfactorily the question, “ W hat ‘ 
shall we do with our hoys?” The common 
school does not fit youths for the physical 
battle. 
It gives them intellectual train­ 
ing, but no practical tools for its applica­ 
tion. 
Its tendency is rather to make man­ 
ual labor distasteful to boys, and to drive 
their wits about in search of devices to 
avoid it. 
The training school, however, 
keeps hand and brain abreast. 
It cares 
less for the uses to which a boy may put 
his abilities in after life than than the 
task of qualifying him to use them well. 
It proposes to the boys of America that 
they shall constitute the grand army that 
is to check the incursion of foreign arti­ 
sans, who come here by the shipload to do 
that which our own cannot do. 
It pro­ 
posies that the hoys of the land shall, by­ 
being trained to take care of themselves, 
take care of the nation. 
It proposes to 
break up, root and branch, all consniracies 
of society to limit the skilled workmen of 
American birth, that refuse to provide 
any barriers to workmen of other nations 
entering America to fill the trades, while 
our boys are driven to the overcrowded 
counters and offices and to shift by their 
wits. 
It proposes, in short, that education 
shall not relate wholly to the intellectual 
domain, hut that the lock shall lie taken 
off of the knowledge of handiwork as well 
as brain work; that there shall exist no 
more reason for ignorance of the mechanic 
arts than of the fundamental rules of 
mathematics, or the methods of deter­ 
mining latitude and longitude. 
The man­ 
ual training schools, such as those of 
Illinois and Massachusetts and New York, 
and those soon to he opened in California, 
are to become the safety valves of society, 
by giving relief to the terrible strain that 
now drives youth so largely to skirmish 
for weapons with which to fight out life’s 
battle. 


THE FISHEKY DISPUTE. 


The New Brunswick Telegraph speaks 
with more of wisdom than most of its Do­ 
minion contemporaries. 
Treating of the 
Retaliatory Act, it says: 
We venture to assert that th e full gravity o f 
th e situation h as not d aw n ed upon th is com ­ 
m u nity. 
Our neighbors h ave resorted to th e last 
altern ative n e s t to w ar. 
W ar itself m ust in 
tim e result from enforced non-intercourse be­ 
tw een tw o com m u n ities, situ ated as th e D om in­ 
ion an d th e R epublic are. Shall w e, in the face 
o f such conditions, go on enforcing th e custom s 
regulations as to A m erican fishing vessels w h ich 
w ere applied last year? I f so, sh all w e have 
non-intercourse w ith its penalties, as above, 
brought on. 
W e b elieve th e President w ill act 
as th e law declares h e sh all act. and if so, w e 
are face to face w ith an international crisis o f 
th e gravest character. 
W hile the Telegraph over-estimates the 
danger, still it enunciates a truth when it 
declares that a policy- of retaliatory non­ 
intercourse between two English speaking 
nations, if long continued, will result in 
war. 
It is next to impossible to conceive 
of a harrier to trade between Canada and 
the United States, fortified on either side 
by the watchfulness of foes, that will not 
find its ultimate condition that of armed 
belligerency. 
We do not believe that- this 
will be the result in the present instance. 
Both countries will suffer too severely by 
the putting up of the bars to permit of any 
long-continued antagonism. 
There is no 
natural enmity bet ween the Canadians and 
the people of the United States. The great 
mass of population on both sides of the 
line will enter a protest that must be 
effective. 
They will not consent to sus­ 
pend 
trade 
and 
commerce very long, 
that the fishermen of the two nations may 
“ nag ” each other. 
W hile the fishery in­ 
terests can stand it, the great current of 
commerce will not be checked for any- con­ 
siderable time in their interest. 


W e are more than surprised that the 
Marysville Appeal should express the be­ 
lief, coupled with the implication of its 
approval, that the people will reject the 
proposed constitutional amendments on 
the 12th of April. 
The chief of these re­ 
late to the Supreme Court, and proposes 
reforms which the general public have de­ 
manded for years, 
It is conceded that the 
Justices should select the Chief Justice; 
that the salaries should be made adequate; 
that there should he provided some method 
for the removal of super-annuated mem­ 
bers of the bench. 
Tiiese are the chief 
features of the amendments. 
In addition, 
it is proposed to make the Supreme Court 
Commission a working department of the 
Supreme Court for four years, that the 
tribunal may overtake its surcharged cal- 
andars. 
W hy 
any one should oppose 
these 
amendments, 
or 
what 
objection 
worthy- of serious consideration can he ad­ 
vanced against them, passes our compre­ 
hension. 
W ill the Appeal specify the sub­ 
stantial reasons, if any, it has for its 
position? 


T h e New Y'ork Tribune never uttered a 
more trenchant truth than when it said, as 
it it did recently: “ The true voice of labor 
is heard only in times when the true inter­ 
ests of labor are im periled; and at such 
times it speaks for the American idea of 
individual liberty with a decision and 
force not for a moment to be misunder­ 
stood.” 
The inalienable right of the free­ 
man to do what he may within the law; to 
he secure in his |>erson and property and 
opinion; to he free to employ whom lie 
pleases and at such wage as his employe 
sees fit to receive and he to g iv e; the right 
to he free from threat, menace and cow

structible prerogatives cannot lie over­ 
thrown by any clans, conspiracies or or­ 
ganizations until the charter of our liber­ 
ties has departed from us.

THE CROWD STILL COMING. 


S u ic id e o f a n E x -S a c r a m c n ta n . 
The following dispatch was received here 
yesterday from Newcastle: “J. C. Coleman, 
tor a number of years employed in the rail­ 
road shops at Sacramento, was found this 
morning at his ranch near Ophir, in the 
water closet, with a pistol wound in the 
temple, and died soon afier the discovery. 
The ball passed around the base of the 
brain, lodging in the opposite side of the 
head. 
It is thought that he intended com­ 
mitting suicide, although no cause can be 
assigned for it.

He was a good 
workman aud an excellent citizen. Dur­ 
ing the last year he sold his property in 
Sacramento and purchased a ranch in Pla­ 
cer county. As time passed, however, he 
found that the new life was not suited to 
him, and he visited Sacramento last Mon­ 
day and had a conversation with Jabez 
Turner, foreman of the department at the 
shops in which lie bad been employed, rel­ 
ative to his returning to work there, and 
when he left it was with the expectation 
that he would soon move back to Sacra­ 
mento. 
He was about 63 years of age, a 
native of England, and leaves a wife, but 
no children. The remains will be brought 
to the city for interment, the funeral tak­ 
ing place from the residence of Henry 
Longton, (114 N street, at 2:30 p. m. to-day.

S a cra m en to , March 15, 1SS7.J 


Whereas, the Legislature cf the State 


of California, at its twenty-seventh 


session, beginning on the third day 


of January, A. D. eighteen hundred 


and eighty-seven, two-thirds of all 


the members elected to each of the 


two Houses of said Legislature 


voting in favor thereof, proposed 


the following described 
amend­ 


ments to the Constitution of the 


State of California, to w it: 


Amendment Number One. 


T o p r o p o s e t o t h e p e o p le o f t h e S ta te a u 
a m e n d m e n t t o t h e C o n s titu tio n o f t h e 
S ta te , r e la t iv e to t h e J u d ic ia r y ' D e p a r t ­ 
m e n t. 


Ktnol'-rd, T hat th e L egislature o f th e State o f 
California^ at its regular session, com m en cin g 
on th e thTfd day o f January, A. D. eig h teen h u n ­ 
dred and eigh ty-seven , tw o-thirds o f a ll th e 
m em bers elected to each of th e tw o H ouses o f 
said L egislature votin g in favor thereof, h ereby 
propose that Sections tw o and three, of A rticle 
V I., o f th e C onstitutiou ot 
said 
State, be 
am en d ed so as to read as fo llo w s: 


S ect io n 2. T h e Suprem e Court sh a ll consist o f 
sev en Justices. 
I h e A ssociate Ju stices o f th e 
Suprem e Court, in office at th e tim e of th e adop­ 
tion o f this am en d m en t to th e C onstitution, are 
hereby con tin u ed in office as Justices of th e 6u- 
prem e Court for the rem ainder o f th e term s to 
w h ich they w ere resp ectively elected . T h e Ju s­ 
tices sh a ll elect one o f th eir num ber to be C hief 
Ju stice, and h e sh a ll hold th e office o f C hief 
Justice o f said Court for a term o f tw o years. 
At th e exp ira tio n o f th e term o f th e C h ief Jus­ 
tice first elected , and every tw o vears thereafter, 
th e Ju stices shall elect a C hief Ju stice for a lik e 
term o f tw o years. An en try o f th e electio n o f 
such C hief Justice sh a ll he m ade in th e m in u tes 
o f th e Court aud sign ed by four Justices. W hen­ 
ever th ereafter a vacan cy occurs in th e office o f 
C h ief Ju stice, a lik e electio n sh a ll be had to 
fill such office for th e u nexpired term . T he Su­ 
prem e Court m ay sit in departm ents or in bank, 
and sh a ll alw ays be open for th e transaction of 
business. 
There sh a ll be tw o departm ents, d e­ 
nom inated respectively. D epartm ent One and 
D epartm ent Two. T he C hief Ju stice sh a ll assign 
th ree o f 
Justices to each departm ent, and 
such assignm ent m ay be ch an ged b y h im from 
tim e to tim e. The Justices sh a ll be com petent to 
sit in eith er departm ent, and m ay interchange 
w ith each oth er by agreem ent am ong th em ­ 
selves or as ordered by th e C h ief Justice. E ach 
o f th e departm ents sh a ll h ave th e pow er to hear 
and determ ine cau ses and a ll q uestions arising 
th erein , subject to th e provisions herein after 
con tain ed in relation to th e Court iu bank. The 
presence o f th ree Justices shall be necessary to 
transact an y b usiness iu either o f th e depart­ 
m ents, ex cep t such as m ay be d one at ch a m ­ 
bers, and th e concurrence o f tw o Justices sh a ll 
be necessary to pronounce a judgm ent. 
The 
C h ief Ju siice sh a ll apportion th e business to 
th e departm ents, and m ay, in h is d scretion, 
order an y cau se p en din g before th e Court to be 
heard and decided by th e Court in bank. 
T he 
order m ay be m ade before or after ju dgm ent 
pronounced by a departm ent ; but w here a cause 
lias been allotted to one o f th e departm ents, and 
a ju d g m ert pronounced thereon, th e order m ust 
be m ade w ith in th irty days after such judgm ent, 
and concurred iu by tw o Justices, and if so 
m ade it sh a ll h a v e th e effect to vacate aud set 
aside th e judgm ent. 
A ny four Justices m ay, 
eith er before or after judgm ent by a depart­ 
m ent, order a case to b eliea rd in baiik. 
It th e 
order be not m ade w ith in th e tim e above lim ­ 
ited, th e ju dgm ent sh a ll be final. 
N o judgm ent 
by a departm ent sh a ll b ecom e final u n til th e 
exp iration o f th e period of thirty days a'ore- 
said, unless approved by th e C h ief J u stice, in 
w riting, w ith th e con cu rren ce o f tw o Justices. 
T he C h ief Ju stice m ay co n ven e th e Court in 
bank at any tim e, and sh a ll be th e presid­ 
in g Justice o f th e 
Court 
w h en 
so 
con ­ 
ven ed . 
T he 
concurrence 
o f 
four 
Ju s­ 
tices present at 
th e 
argum ent 
sh a ll 
be 
necessary to pronounce a judgm ent in b a n k ; 
but if four Justices, so present, do not con cu r in 
a judgm ent, th en all th e Justices qualified to sit 
in th e cause sh a ll hear the a rg u m en t; but to 
render a judgm ent a concurrence o f four Judges 
sh a ll be necessary. 
In th e determ in ation o f 
causes all d ecisions o f th e Court in bank, or in 
departm ents, sh a ll be giv en in w riting, and the 
grounds o f th e d ecision sh a ll be stated. T he 
C hief Ju stice m ay sit in either departm ent, and 
sh a ll preside w h eu so sitin g, but th e Justices 
assigned to each departm ent sh a ll select on e o f 
th eir num ber as presiding Justice. 
In ease o f 
th e absence o f th e C hief Ju stice from the place 
at w h ich th e Court is h eld , or h is in ab ility to 
act, th e A ssociate Justices sh a ll select o^ e o f 
th eir ow n num ber to perform th e duties and e x ­ 
ercise th e pow ers o! the C h ief Justice duriDg 
such absence or in ab ility to act. 
T he Suprem e 
Court C om m ission, created by th e Act o f th e 
L egislature approved March tw elfth , eighteen 
hundred and eighty-five, sh a ll con tin u e and be 
a Suprem e Court C om m ission for four years after 
th e adoption o f th is am endm ent.

ODD 
FELLOWSHIP. 


S o m e th in g C o n c e rn in g I t s S ta n d in g a n d 
I ts O rg a n iz a tio n in S a c ra m e n to . 
The Independent Order of Odd Fellows 
may be called a modern institution, though 
the idea of its fundam ental principle is of 
sufficient antiquity to please the most ex­ 
acting of antique hunters. Odd Fellowship 
is a system of fraternal benevolence and 
reciprocal aid, and in its practical workings 
has blended m any beautiful ceremonies 
with solid and useful forms, though this 
character is peculiar to all delicately organ­ 
ized associations—in fact, of nature itself. 
W hile it is not our purpose to elaborate 
upon the principles and beautiful workings 
of ibe Order, yet, as a m atter of inform a­ 
tion, we would give som ething of the 
status and wonderful activity of Odd Fel­ 
lowship, now so prom inent in our comm u­ 
nity. 
Sacram ento was early in the field of 
benevolence, and Odd Fellowship was one 
of the earliest m edium s through which her 
generous people prac.iced the noble charac­ 
teristics of their nature, to which the early 
records of the city bear am ple testimony, 
even before the Order was legitim ately or­ 
ganized and instituted by Lodges in the 
State. 
There are at the present tim e in this 
city six subordinate lodges, comprising a 
m em bership of about 1,300; a patriarchal 
branch, consisting of two encampments, 
having 225 members, and a 
Rebekah 
branch, consisting of two Rebekah degree 
lodges, having 250 members. 
The m ilitary branch of the Order here 
comprises Cantons Nos. 1 and 18, as com­ 
ponents, and form Grand Canton No. 1, 
Patriarchs M ilitant, I. O. O. F., Depart­ 
m ent of the Pacilic, having ninety m em ­ 
bers or swords. 
Of the anxiliaries, which form a part of 
this great and growing interest in this city, 
is the Veteran O. F. Association, of ¡sacra­ 
m ento, comprising 130 members, who have 
been Odd Fellows twenty years or more, 
and are still contributing members of some 
Lodge of the Order. T heir objects are of 
a social character. 
The General Relief 
Committee forms an im portant auxiliary, 
and is truly an indispensable adjunct in 
dispensing the beneficence of the Order to 
those who are sojourners here, and who by 
reason of sickness or m isfortune need the 
attention and care of their brethren. It 
comprises three members of each Lodge 
and Encampm ent, who serve a six-m onth 
period, and meet for business purposes 
every alternate Sunday m orning at the Odd 
Fellows' Temple. A valuable feature is its 
employm ent committee, whose duty it is to 
provide occupation for the needy and able 
Odd Fellow stranger among us ; its labors 
are all gratuitously and well performed. 
The Odd Fellows’ Library is a source of 
m uch comfort and usefulness to all the 
members and to their families, who have 
free use of the books and the privilege of 
the rooms. It comprises 5,000 volumes of 
well-selected current literature, has the 
magazines and papers of the day, and a 
lady Librarian to attend to the wants of its 
patrons. 
It is sustained by contributions 
from the Lodges. 
The hom e of all these is in the Odd Fel­ 
lows' Temple, corner of N inth and K 
streets. This is one of the m ost notable of 
our public buildings, and is an evidence of 
the character and permanency of Odd Fel­ 
lowship. 
It is in charge of a Board of 
eleven Directors, elected annually by the 
stockholders, who manage and care for the 
property, which is owned solely by the 
Lodges and Encampments and has a prob­ 
able value of $100.000. There is, in addi­ 
tion to this, the cemetery property of the 
Order, under care of a joint Board of Trus­ 
tees comprised of the subordinate Lodges. 
It is claimed to be the largest and best im ­ 
proved society plat in the City Cemetery, 
and is an exceedingly im portant interest in 
connection with this Order. 
Recently the Odd Fellows here have 
been very active, and their Lodges nightly 
are thronged w ith earnest, enthusiastic 
m embers, who are doing a noble work in 
the cause of friendship, love and truth ; 
visitations and intervisitations among the 
Lodges and Camps, and even the Rebekah 
Lodges m ake fraternal visits to the subor­ 
dinates, thus engendering greater activity 
and harm ony—a co-operation the beneficial 
effect of which is being felt in the com­ 
m unity. 
This 
evening C. T. M cEachran, the 
Grand Master of the Order, has called all 
th e Lodges together for a joint visit of fra­ 
ternal interest and instruction, and the 
m em bers here are m aking preparations for 
a grand reception of the Grand officers for 
th e occasion. 
E ureka Lodge, No. 4, of 
which Elwood Bruner, the Deputy Grand 
M aster, is a m em ber, bas, as a compliment, 
been selected, under whose auspices the 
m eeting will be held, concerning the gen­ 
eral result of which the R ecord-U n io s will 
give details.

Again was the M etropolitan Theater 
crowded last night to bear the renowned 
temperance lecturer. Richard T. Booth. 
H e was introduced by Rev. H . C. Chris­ 
tian, who said the success of these tem per­ 
ance meetings was the subject of conversa­ 
tion upon every band, and tbe good they 
were doing was felt in m any hundred 
homes in this city. H e hoped that every 
m an who signed the pledge would have 
strength to keep it, would thus be enabled 
to escape untold miseries and a drunkard’s 
grave. 
H e said he perhaps had more rea­ 
sons to rejoice than any other man in the 
city, for he knew what this demon drink 
could do for a fallen man, for he himself 
was one of those reclaimed from the saloon 
and its baneful influences. W hen he was 
reclaimed bis whole life seemed dark and 
hopeless. Since then Jie had devoted his 
life to reclaiming his fellow-men, and he 
could count thirty whom he had called 
from behind the bar where they were deal­ 
ing out this death-dealing demon, and who 
had espoused the cause of temperance and 
became followers of Christ. [Applause.] 
Seven years ago he was pastor of a church 
in A tlanta, Ga., a city of 60,000 souls, filled 
with saloons and drunkards. If any man 
had told him then that they

W ithout a saloon in it, he would have set 
that individual down as exhibiting all the 
signs of insanity. 
That prediction has 
come trae, and to-day that city, with three 
tim es the population of Sacramento, has 
not a saloon in it; its people are happy, 
prosperous, temperate. [Applause.] W hat 
is true of A tlanta should become true of 
Sacramento, 
and 
these meetings have 
opened a campaign which means the capit­ 
ulation of the liquor dealers in this the 
capital of onr State. 
[Applause.] 
W hen Mr. Booth advanced to the foot- 
light he was greeted with a round of ap- 
Íílause by those who bad been listening to 
lira nightly for the past two weeks. As 
tbe meetings progress there is a marked 
attendance of young men, and older ones, 
too, who take the pledge for the good it 
will do. 
Men who have not drawn a sober 
breath for twenty years up to the time 
they took this pledge now occupy front 
seats nightly, and seem proud of their 
badges of blue. 
The speaker said that at 2 p. m . to-day, at 
the W estm inster 
Presbyterian 
Church, 
there would be an extra attraction to their 
usual prayer-meeting. A large committee 
of Christian men and women would be ap­ 
pointed to canvass the entire city and wait 
upon

And give them an invitation to be present 
at the meeting to be held on next Thurs­ 
day night, when he intended delivering a 
special lecture for their especial benefit. 
He was going to talk to and at them . 
The speaker then took up the subject. 
“The Moderate D rinker,” and said it was 
hard indeed to impress upon the occasional 
drinker the fact that it is bad m orally and 
physically. The liquor traffic be held to 
be a crime, to be immoral, and to drink a 
sin. 
H e said no one could define a mod­ 
erate drinker. 
It was somewhere between 
a thim bleful and a bucketful. Can you do 
any good by abstaining ? Of course you 
do. 
Go hom e to-night and read Jam es 
lv„ 17: “Therefore to him that knoweth to 
do good, and doeth it not, to him it is a 
sin.”

000. to the different benevolent institutions 
of the State. 
The construction gang of the Mackay- 
Bennett telegraph lin e arrived in W est 
Oakland on Sunday night anil disbanded. 
They completed the line as far as Dttns- 
mnir, Siskiyou county, where connection 
was made with tbeconstructiott gang which 
had been working southerly on the line of 
the California and Oregon Railroad.
